The Devnagri script has been used at 
the beginning because - 

1 it is strictly phonetic, 

2 the printed, written and capital letters 
are all the same, 

3 it is used for Sanskrit and Marathi 
as well. 


Hindustani 

Hindustani is the language spoken and 
understood in the north of India, and under- 
stood in almost every part of India. There 
are two types of Hindustani that written in 
Devnagri in which the abstract words are 
taken from Sanskrit is called Hindi; that 
written in the Arabic script with abstract 
words from Arabic and Persian is known as 
Urdu; when spoken the difference is only 
that between English using more Germanic 
words and that using more words of Latin 
origin. 
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How to use this Book 

1 Each exercise contains words and 
sentences such as are used m ’daily life in 
the house, when dealing with the laundry, 
the tailor and other employees, and when 
travelling or shopping. 

2. Firstly, read through each lesson 
carefully; secondly, cover the English ver- 
sion, read out aloud the Hindi version 
piece by piece and write out on scrap paper 
what you think is the correct English ver- 
sion, thirdly, correct the latter referring to 
the text, fourthly, cover the Hindi version, 
read the English version silently and write 
out and correct the Hindi version in the 
same way The lesson will now be known 
and the student may go on to the next 
lesson next day. At the rate of one lesson a 
day the student will know enough Hindus- 
tani for daily life at the end of a month. 

3. In each exercise there are enough 
words for the student to make other sen- 
tences of the same kind as those given but 
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using different words. The student will 
find it helpful to do this. 

4. An effort has been made to use the 
most common word, whether Hindi or U rdu; 
the student may find it convenient to refer 
to a bigger dictionary occasionally ; the 
words in the dictionary follow the alpha- 
betic order used in Lessons 1 and 27; two 
of the best Hindi-Enghsh dictionaries are - 

( 1 ) A dictionary of the Hindee Language, 
compiled by Rev . Bate , 

(Indian Press 191'8, Allahabad); 

(n) Dictionary Hindustani-English, 
English-Hindustam 
(by Forbes Allen 1848) 

From September 1946 the TIarijan’ 
has been publishing a good English-Hindus- 
tani vocabulary, using both Devnagri and 
U rdu Scripts.

Other Symbols 

To show a nazahsation as in the French

To show an ‘n’ or ‘m’ before a consonant 
a dot ( anusvar ) is put over the previous 
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letter, e. g the first syllable of ‘aunt* 
written in Hindi would be either or 

5|fe. 

But unfortunately in printing when 
there is not room for the anunasik over the 
vowel the anusvar is used instead, making 
it impossible for a beginner to know when 
to nasalize and when to pronounce some 
V or W 

Therefore in this primer, as was former- 
ly quite customary, the anusvar dot is used 
for nasalization and the appropriate ‘ n ’ 
or ‘m 5 is inserted where used as in the 
English words’ aunt, ‘lamp’ 

Consonants 

By themselves the consonants have a 
sign ^under them, if this sign is not there 
they are pronounced with 'a 5 , % after, 
except where they come at the end of a 
word, when ‘a’ is not pronounced. 

Consonants are divided into 
classes as follows 

Gutturals , made by using the back of the 
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tongue and the back of the month 

Palatals , made by using the front of the 
tongue and the palate 

Cerebrals , made by using the tip of the 
tongue and the palate, as in English 

Dentals , made by using the tip of the 
tongue and the top back of the upper teeth, 
as in French 

Labials , made with the lips

Declensions and the Past Tense of Transitive

By ‘post positions ,c are meant’suffixes like 
tr or sfft for the accusative forms, ejjf for *oP, 
the genitive, ox x* for ‘to', the dative, ^ 
for ‘from’, the ablative, ^ for ‘on’ ‘and’ 
for ‘in 1 , the locative , the latter are put after 
the pronoun or noun, not before as m 
English. 
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So in order to be able to decline any- 
thing one only needs to know the nominative 
singular, and the constructive base, singular 
and plural, and sometimes the instrumental 
or vocative or genitive, but usually not. 
The nominative plurals and the constructive 
bases are formed from the nominative 
singular according to definite rules

were given in Lesson one

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The Urdu Script 
Purpose 

In schools in North India Hindu girls 
are taught Hindi only so that they may be 
able to read their religious books, but boys 
of all communities learn Urdu because most 
legal documents and governmental matters 
are written in this The result is tragic 
comedy young men write to their fiancees 
and young wives to their husbands either 
not at all or in cijrious semi-journalistic 
and semi-Shakespearean English, and 
understand fully neither what they read nor 
what they write. Widows are unable to 
read legal documents and their relations are 
not above taking advantage of them on 
account of this. 

But it is essential in the interests of 
India that we in the north at least should 
know both theDevnagn ( Hindi ) script and 
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the Urdu one even if we learn the former 
first because of its being phonetic and 
scientifically simpler Hindus should study 
Muslim scriptures and Muslims our Hindi 
books so that all can benefit by our joint 
heritage 

As the* first few lessons in this book are

Dictionary 

English-Hindustani 

A great liberty, according to Hindi and 
Urdu scholars, has been taken in this part 
of this dictionary so as to make the spoken 
Hindustani as easy as possible to the begin- 
ner from the south of India or abroad. 
When he can converse he will soon learn 
practically many more words than aie prin- 
ted belo'w — although most will be found in 
the Hindustani-English section, but at first 
it seems better he should be given only one 
word for one purpose 

An attempt has been made to select 
from alternatives the word which is used 
more, e g qRl U instead of H for 
‘water’, or that which to a foreigner offers 
less opportunity for mistakes in pronuncia- 
tion — instead of fc ftR for ‘Sunday’; since 
the beginner may forget whether to say ‘s’ 
or When such letters are unavoidable 
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it is worth remembering that ‘z 1 is usual in 
English, V in French, German and Russian, 
and ‘cl’ more common in Hindustani 

Where these two principles will not 
suffice the writer has chosen one alternative 
because it may be easier to remember for 
those knowing English, for the sake of 
brevity or because it seems better for 
singing* 

Sometimes two different meanings in 
English are translatable by the same word 
or words in Hindustani *. for example 
H and U are both used ordinarily for 
both ‘shyness’ and ‘shame’, the context and 
expression only showing which is meant. 
Since V in pure Hindi usually refers to 
ideas of goodness-e. g, 3Xffoi peace, V aus- 
piciously, until the writer learns more on 
the subject is being used for ‘shame’ 

and 'mm* for ‘shyness’, ‘modesty’
